On the Sth day of September, 1868, the 
House of Representatives had under consid- 
eration a bill authorizing the General Assemn- 
bly to elect the Superintendent, Auditor and 
Treasurer of the Western and Atlantic Rail 
road. A majority of the judiciary commit 
tee of the House recommended the passage 
of the bill. O'Neal of Lowndes, the leader 
of the Bullock party, made a minority re- 
port in which he said: 

“The Superintendent, Treasurer and Aud. 
itor of the State Road have, for more than 20 
years, been appointed by the Governor, who 
has been held responsible to the people by 
popular sentiment, for the faithful manage- 
ment of the Road. The other subaltern offi. 
cers, agents and employees are appointed by 
the Superintendent subject to the approval 
of the Governor. This places the undivided 
responsibility upon the Governor, (mark the 
language) who has the appointment and re- 
moval.of the officers and employees of the 
Road. The power of prompt removal, by an 
single responsible head, is absolutely indispen- 
sible to the successful management of this 
great State work. That head should be the 
Governor, who is chosen directly by the peo- 
ple and is directly responsible to them, Not 
only does the law give the appointment of 
the principal officers, and the approval or 
rejection of the subalterns, but it also re 
quires that any contract for more than §3,- 
000, made by the Superintendent, have his 
approval before it binds the State. This sys- 
tem has for the last ten or twelve years 
worked well; (mark the language) under it 
the road has been ably and faithfully man- 
aged, and has paid a golden harvest into the 
Treasury of the State (mark the language.)

French Gunuboat Captures German

Rio De Janeimo, Oct, 22, 1870. 

Fricnd Parwns; Tie summer has fairly 
wet in, but the heat is modified by the sca- 
breeze, which invariably sets in at noon. 

The French gunboat“ Hamelin” brought 
in two German merchantmen about a month 
ago, and they remained the twenty days al- 
lowed by law, and then obtained permission 
to remain other twenty days. They remein- 
ed over the time and then attempted to put 
to sea, but a Brazillian steamer followed and 
brought them to anchor. 

The commander of the gunboat threatened 
to take them out by force, but the Brazillian 
iron-clad's commander told him he would 
sink him. Through the intermission of some 
foreign ministers, they allowed them to go to 
sea, but the “ Hamelin” will not be allowed 
to enter any Brazillian port during the war 
between France and Prussia 

Colonel Charles Gunter, of Alabama, has 
finally succeeded in making a settlement on 
the Rio Doce, and Lenier, who condemned 
the Dore Valley in his paper, has obtained a 
tract of Jand from the Government in that 
same valley ; 

Gunter obtained the contract for surveying 
the public road, and is anthorized to assist new 
comers in taking possession of thelr farms, 
being reimbursed by the government. He 
has contracted with the Postmaster General 
for carrying the mail throughout that district, 
and has contracted to keep the roads in re- 
pair. Ile is —e cane extensively, and 
has erected a large sugar mill, and gives em- 
ployment toa great many people, many of 
whom plant on shares, 

The government finding Gunter to be a su- 
perior man have invested him with great 
power onthe Doce. | know him well, and 
am certain he will not abuse it. 

He will soon receive abont 50 families from 
England, and if they prosper, the Valley of 
the Doce will avon fll up, as arrangements 
are being made with the emigrant sociwties of 
Engiand and the packets, to have out good 
people at a low rate. 

But few of the Paraguayan prisoners wish 
to return to their semi-barbarous life, and 
they have proved to excellent hands on plant- 
ation ; they are nearly all of low stature, but 
well built.

Minor Uses For Corn. 


In this glorious harvest season of 1870, 
when vast territories of our favored land are 
studded thickly with vegetable gold, few per- 
sons Comparatively may have thought of all 
the varied uses to whieh the product of the 
grain is applied beyond the mere service it 
yeilds as food for men and cattle. The mil- 
lions of bushels that go to the trough and 
the hopper are sometimes, in the far West, 
when the maize crop is enormous and fuel 
comparatively dear, followed by other thou- 
sands that are substituted for wood and coal, 
and the fire they yield is said to be warm, as 
well as brilliant, in the extreme. 

Of the enornwus distillation of corn into 
Doing liquors it is needless to say. We 

have occular and nasal demonstrations of 
the fact in every city street, and probably not 
a village in the land is innocent of the effects 
and odors of “corn whisky "—a most vil- 
lainous degradation of a classic grain. 

But there is excellent ofl in corn, and a 
bushel of the latter will yield a pint of the 
former, which may be readily clarified, and 
then will burn with a pure, bright light. In 
the Northern part of the State of New York, 
near Lake Ontario, there is a distillery, where 
the article is produced at the rate of 16 gal- 
lons of oi] from 100 bushels of Indian corn, 
with the curious result that the residuum of 
the grain is worth more money when the oil 
is extracted, and can be more readily distilled, 
than before, 

Corn cobs are pot, by any means, 80 use- 
less a commodity as hasty judgments ma 
decide. In the backwoods cabin their men 
iest use is in stoppers for betties. They are, 
in this light, the true American cork. But 
grind the sweet cob into meal, and it gives 
you an excellent food for cows, and will even 
wake a evarse kind of bread, which is at least 
as good as the compound of oatmes! and in- 
ner birch-boark used in the remote north of 
Sweden. But, aa cattle fodder, it is found by 
actual experiment to be both cheaper and 
better than any other kinds ia use. Oats, rye,

In fact, fi they were more 
largely applied to that manufacture, we should 
have leas soft, mushy,and perishable printing 
material. Civod, well-selected busk may be 
put tomany of the uses of hapsehigqir where 
elasticity is desirahic, and here the first appli- 
cation mentioned, namely, for beds, is worth 
particular observation. The husks used for 
such stuffing should be (he inner ones, selected 
as perfectly clean and whole, and then they 
should be spread over a well aired floor for 
some «days, so ue to be perfectly Clean and 
dry. After that, when put into tie ticks, they 
will last for along time. Indeed,some of the 
latter nee! ag underbedas, have lasted for 20 
years; and, if aired and beaten every twelve- 
month, after being emptied out on a dry, airy 
floor and nixed with a few fresty husks, they 
will be as criep and elastic as cyer, 

Some makers strip the husks inte sections, 
but this makes them too flac and liable to mat 
together. The hnsks should be kept whole, 
ani then they dey in irregular shapes, which, 
being retained give the bed a certain pleasant

This plan may take 
apa littie more time, bat the saved “husks 
will richly pay for it. But, even where this 
plan has not been ued, it is no very great 
trouble t select enough of the soft, silk 
husks at the general pile to make the be 
that are required. When these are once 
miade, a lasting job had been accomplished, 
and there is uo need to go after straw for the 
underbeds.

Leather Board 


Owing to the immense demand for cheap 
boots and shoes for the Southern and Western 
markets.a number of factories have been 
started in this vicinity for the manufacture of 
cheap leather for certain parts of those arti 
cles where cleapness is no detriment W their 
quality. Several kinds of cheap leather have 
been inadec, some wholly of leather in small 
pieces, and some of a tmixterre of part leather, 
an‘! various other materials. Inner soles are 
made very largely of leather skivings pasted 
together partially dried, and then rolled un- 
der a heavy pressure by sam. These do 
very weil until they have been wet once, when 
they return to their former sh: * and become 
entirely useless. Leather board, or what was 
first called flax leather, is made of scraps of 
any kind of old leather, which is ground and 
mixed with some fibrous sdbetance to make 
it hold together, and is then finished the same 
as pats -ywoard, which it very much resembles, 
in sheets 24x36 inches and about one-fourth 
of an inch thick. 

This business is very profitable and employs 
a large amount of labor, there being some ten 
or twelve factories constantly tarning out large 
quantities in this city, and in Boston there 
are ¢ight more, all » 6 a a large business. 
This business was started nearly twenty years 
ago in a smal! way, and has been constantly 
increasing until it has now become a very im- 
yortant branch of industry and represents A 
ides amount of capital Phe export dem and 
for this article is large and rapidly increasing, 
heavy orders for export being received frow 
Kurope daily. 

The prin ipal usce to which this article is 
put is making shanks, stiffenings and counters 
for both boots and shoea, Some few mann- 
facturers also use it for what are termed a § 
soles for heavy boots, but this is not general, 
as long exposure to water will dissolve it. As 
a means of economizing in the use of leather, 
this article has proved very useful, as for somne 
purposes it is fully as good as leather.-~.V. Y 
Balletin.
